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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 27, 1954 


An extensive Polar air mass, overspreading most of the Country early 

in the week, was responsible for the season's first killing frost in the 
North Central Interior and a few days respite from the intense heat 

that has gripped the South almost continuously since early in June. In 

the Great Plains freezing extended southward to North Platte, Neb., 

on the 2lst and scattered light frost'to northern Kansas on the 22nd. 
Lowest temperature reported was 15° in northwest South Dakota. Light 
scattered frost also occurred in the northern half of Iowa, northern 
portions of Indiana and Ohio, western Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, 
and New England. 


The most important rainfall of the week occurred on the 2lst in a large 
belt extending from the lower Mississippi Valley north eastward 
through the Ohio Valley, Michigan and the Northeast where totals 
ranged from one-half to over 2 inches. Frequent showers from the 
23rd through the 26th in New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, and Colorado 
totaling from one-half to over an inch in large areas, were very bene- 
ficial. Light to locally heavy showers occurred in northern Florida and 
some adjacent areas. In most of the remainder of the Country rainfall 
was negligible. 


DROUGHT. --The summer of 1954 (June, July, and August) has been one 
of the hottest and driest on record from Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
to the Atlantic Coast. Little Rock, Ark., a good example of the persis- 
tent heat, at the end of August had had a total of 43 days with maximum 
temperatures of 100° or over for the year to date; the greatest number 
of days with 100° or above in any previous year was 23 in 1943. Also this 
Station received only 23 percent of the normal summer rainfall. Hot, 
dry weather continued through September in most of this area.

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Marked decrease over State, although some 
egg-laying continuing. Some damage to ripening tomato fruits in Utah, 
Salt Lake, Davis and Box Elder Counties. (Knowlton). KANSAS - 
Melanoplus spp., in north central area, continue to feed on old alfalfa 
and are threat to new fall-seeded crop. Counts of 4-10 per square yard 
in many fields where injury to seedlings observed. (Matthew). FLORIDA - 
Schistocerca americana averaging 1 to 2 nymphs per square foot of 
Pangola grass in Putnam County. Some damage. (Maltby). VIRGINIA - 
Populations on truck crops in eastern areas increasing and doing some 
damage; however, damage lighter than previous years. (Brubaker, 
Hofmaster). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - MAINE - Infestation 
and injury generally light. (Hawkins, Report for Aug.). 


CORN EARWORM ‘(Heliothis armigera) - MAINE - Light damage to sweet 
corn in Cumberland, Franklin and Hancock Counties during August. 
(Trask, Bennett, Rogers). NORTH CAROLINA - Serious damage to 
soybean pods in Caldwell County. (Culp, Jones). ILLINOIS - Very 
abundant in field corn, much more so than for many years. Eighty to 
90 percent of ears infested in many fields. (Petty). KANSAS - Infesta- 
tions continue in sorghum and milo heads and to lesser degree in some 
late-planted corn in several counties. Moth flights, though lighter than 
a week ago, are still in progress. (Kyd, Thomas). UTAH - Infestation 
in principle canning corn areas averages about 30 percent in Utah 
County, 10 percent in Box Elder County and about 5 percent in Cache 
County. (Dorst). VIRGINIA - Heliothis spp. damage to soybeans has 
reached peak and infestations are on decline. Most of larvae fully 
grown and it is believed that last brood will not damage crop further 
this season. Damage to soybean pods in some counties ranged from 10 
to 75 percent destruction to middle and top crops. (Morris, Rowell). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - KANSAS - Populations 
declining and infestations nowhere appear to require insecticidal 
control. (Matthew). FLORIDA - Averaging 25 nymphs and adults per 
plant on millet at Trenton, (Van Pelt). 
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BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - UTAH - Appearing in some 
fields of fall wheat in Salt Lake, Box Elder and Cache Counties. 
(Knowlton). 


ANGOUMOIS GRAIN MOTH (Sitotroga cerealella) - TENNESSEE - Light 
infestations in mature corn fields across the State. (Mullett). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphyqma frugiperda) - KANSAS - Found in all 
corn fields surveyed in Clay, Marshall, Pottawatomie, Riley and- 
Washington Counties, from 20-64 percent of stalks showing damajJe. 
Far-dropping noted. (Matthew). MISSISSIPPI - Feeding on oats in 
southern part of State. (Bennett). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignoselus -- VIRGINIA - 
Fifty percent reduction in aes of peanuts in two fields in Sussex County. 
(Parson). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - MAINE - (reports for August) - 
Extensive damage to millet, some damage-to-corn Cumberland County. 
(Trask). General in corn in Franklin County, but good control obtained. 
(Bennett). Severe damage in northern and central Aroostook County 
(Worthley, Shands), moderate in southern areas of this county. (Dunning). 
ARKANSAS - Moth flights continue at lights in small numbers in 
northwest area, heavier in southwest. (Barnes, Warren). 


FORAGE LOOPER (Caenurgina erechtea) - KANSAS - One field of alfalfa 
infested in Clay County, 3-5 larvae per square yard. (Matthew). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - OREGON - Occurring on red and 
alsike clovers in central and Klamath Basin areas. First abundant 
honeydew on heads since 1950. (Dickason). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias philodice eurytheme) - ARIZONA - 
Adults and eggs abundant at Yuma but very few larvae most fields. 
Eggs collected at Yuma 95 percent parasitized by a scelionid. (Ariz. 
Coop. Rept. ). 


ARMYWORMS - VIRGINIA - Undetermined species causing severe damage 
to alfalfa in Amelia County. (Wood). 
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A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Heavily infesting 
alfalfa in Yuma Valley that was not irrigated in late summer, up to 60 
larvae per plant. Parasitism of larvae quite high but still many pupating. 
(Ariz. Coop, -Rept, ). 


LESPEDEZA WEBWORM (Petralopha scortealis) - - SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Damaging lespedeza in several areas. Seriously affecting sericea at 
Clemson and a considerable amount of annual lespedeza shows some 

webs. (Nettles et al). GEORGIA - Heavy infestation in several fields 

of sericea lespedeza in Spalding County, September 1’. (Dupree, Beckham). 
Very heavy in one field in Clarke County, practically every plant webbed, 
September 22. (Lund). Infestation also noted in Franklin County, September 
15, (Jordan). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
NORTH CAROLINA - Average of 15 per 100 sweeps on recently-cut alfalfa 
in Wake County, 182 per 100 sweeps in border area of fields that AEC not 
been cut. (Spink). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatalis) -SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Numerous on soybeans at Charleston Sept. 15, (Cuthbert). 
Large population on lespedeza at Clemson, 150 larvae per 10 sweeps, 
some southern armyworms involved, howéver. (Chamberlain), 
FLORIDA - One to 2 larvae per plant on soybeans at Quincy, but only 
one field found with damage. (May). Six to 8 larvae per linear foot of 
soybeans at Gainesville. (Kuitert). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - GEORGIA - 
Moderate foliage damage to peanuts in Spalding County, September 1’. 
(Beckham, Dupree). FLORIDA - Fifteen percent of peanut plants infested 
in 5-acre field in Alachua County. (Van Pelt). 


STRAWBERRY SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus atlanticus) - ARIZONA - A 
few localized infestations on peanut at Yuma; being controlled with 
sulfur. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). OREGON - Populations on red clover 
extremely low in central area in comparison with 1952-538. (Dickason). 


A LADINO CLOVER FLOWER MIDGE (Dasyneura gentneri) - OREGON - 
New records indicate species found in Ontario and Baker areas, probably 
found wherever alsike and Ladino clovers grown in State. (Prescott). 
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A GRASSWORM (Mocis sp.) - FLORIDA - Damaging Pangola grass 
pastures in Putnam County. One 20-acre field defoliated, (Maltby). 


CUTWORMS - UTAH - Injuriously numerous in lawns at Logan, Delta, 
and other locations. (Knowlton, Lieberman, Horne). ARKANSAS - 
Adults of Agrotis ypsilon continue to appear at lights in small numbers 
in northwest area. (Barnes, Warren). 


LEAFHOPPERS and FLEA BEETLES - KANSAS - Heavy flights at 
lights at Manhattan. (Matthew). 


WHITE GRUBS - KANSAS - From 3 to 7 per square foot in a field being 
prepared for wheat in Mitchell County. (Burkhardt). MISSISSIPPI - 
Destroying grass at a country club in Lincoln County. (Peets). 


AN EARWIG (Labidura riparia) - FLORIDA - Averaging 12 adults per 
square foot of St. Augustine grass in Putnam County. (Maltby). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - PENNSYLVANIA - European red mite depositing 
eggs on apple fruit. General over State. (Pepper). UTAH - Still causing 
damage in northern orchards as well as in some orchards in Washington 
‘County. (Knowlton). OHIO - Additional reports of European red mite 
resistant to parathion being received. (Cutright). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - MICHIGAN ~- Hot weather ending 
September 7 resulted in moderate increase of fresr entries in apples 

in several areas. (Hutson). OHIO - Increases in injury noted in many 
sections. No evidence of third brood in northern area. (Cutright). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - MICHIGAN - Hot. 
weather ending September 7 resulted in higher percentage of infestations 
on Elberta peaches according to reports from Benton Harbor market. 
(Hutson), 


APPLE APHID (Aphis pomi) - OREGON - Has been very abundant on 
pear and apple trees in Hood River area this year. Especially damaging 
to smaller trees, affecting terminal shoots. (Ritcher, Jones, Nielson). 
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PEACH TREE BORER (Sanninoidea exitiosa) - ARKANSAS - Infestations 
oeing found in most orchards, (Barnes, Warren), 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - ARIZONA - Now more general on 
citrus in Yuma area and damaging new growth on young and old trees on 
Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Erythroneura variabilis?) - ARIZONA - General on 
grape at Yuma, noticeable damage. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - GEORGIA - Light infestation 
in pecan trees in Spalding County, September 17. (Beckham, Dupree). 


EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - 
PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy moth flights recorded from light traps at 
State College. (Frost, Sept. 18). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) WEST VIRGINIA - Severe 
infestation found in dropped apples in one block in Kearneysville area. 
(Taylor, Hamstead). 


A LEAF SKELETONIZER (prob. Anthophila pariana) - WASHINGTON - 
Abundant on unsprayed apple trees at Morton. (Johansen). 


A FRUIT BEETLE (Cotinis texana) - CALIFORNIA - Found for first time 
in San Fernando Valley. Specimen taken on peach in San Fernando. 
(Myers). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - ILLINOIS - Very abundant 
on all types of beans and other vegetation. Late garden beans being 
defoliated, (Petty). VIRGINIA - Light damage to late snap beans in 
eastern area, 5 percent or less. (Brubaker, Greenwood). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
MISSISSIPPI - Very numerous on snap beans and limas in Copiah County. 
(Bennett).

GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Increasinj 
on lima beans, (Late News). 


BEAN APHID (Aphis fabae) - WASHINGTON - Heavily infesting squash 
near Seattle, Sept. 19. (Johansen). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - MAINE - General 
infestation in Cumberland County, light in Hancock and southern 
Aroostook County during August. (Eggert, Rogers, Dunning). VIRGINIA - 
Building up on late snap beans in eastern truck areas. Infestations 

can easily become heavy if conditions continue favorable. (Brubaker). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - NORTH 
CAROLINA - Severe injury to stems of field beans in Harnett County. 
(Herring, Jones). SOUTH CAROLINA - Numerous reports of moderate to 
severe injury to young snap beans in Charleston area. Replanting 
necessary in many cases, (Cuthbert, Sept. 15). GEORGIA - Heavy 
damage to seedling cowpeas in field in Spalding County, September 1’. 
At least 90 percent of plants infested. (Dupree, Beckham). FLORIDA - 
Heavy infestation on pole beans in Quincy area. Damage as much as 

90 percent in many fields. It appears crop will suffer at least 75 percent 
loss. Similar losses reported in adjacent areas. Damage by this insect 
to pole beans in Quincy area is new as far as known. (May). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - ARKANSAS - Infestations 
remain high in most fields of green beans. (Barnes, Warren). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Very abundant on suckers and seed heads of tobacco in 
Wake County. (Rabb). VIRGINIA i- Heliothis spp. causing very severe 
damage to late snap beans in truck areas of eastern Virginia. Very heavy 
egg laying on Eastern Shore. May have damage to late leaf crops. 
(Greenwood, Hofmaster). Also damaging 15 acres of snap beans in 
Grayson County. (Allen, Amos). DELAWARE - Increasing on lima beans. 
(Late News). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NORTH CAROLINA - Collards 
severely damaged in one field in Wake County. (Jones). VIRGINIA - 
Population and damage moderate on broccoli on Eastern Shore and on 
collards in Norfolk and Princess Anne Counties. (Greenwood). 
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SOUTHERN CABBAGEWORM (Pieris protodice) - ARIZONA - Larvae 
appearing in some fields ef broecoli in Salt River Valley. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept. ). 


CABBAGE WEBWORM (Hellula regatalis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Small 
larvae abundant in small plantings of cabbage and turnips in Charleston 
area. (Cuthbert, Sept. 15). 


PICKLEWORM (Diaphania nitidalis) - VIRGINIA - Very light on cucumbers 
on Eastern Shore, probably due to controls. Untreated plots at Norfolk 
Showed about 30 percent damage. (Hofmaster). 


APHIDS - ARKANSAS - Cucurbits in southwest area heavily infested. 
Control measures required in many fields. Probably Aphis gossypii_ 
involved. (Barnes, Warren). VIRGINIA - Very severe, worst seen, on 
cucumbers on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - 
MICHIGAN - Populations of adults more numerous than for years at 
Lansing, Jackson, Monroe, Ann Arbor, and Wayne. (Hutson). 


I'WO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - 
PENNSYLVANIA - Very heavy on a planting of tomatoes in Cumberland 
County. (Pepper,. Sept. 18). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Vasates lycopersici) - PENNSYLVANIA - 
Found in Cumberland and York Counties. (Pepper). 


A BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta sp.) - TEXAS - Medium local infestation 
on tomatoes at Winter Haven. (Richardson). 


BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica balteata) - FLORIDA - 
Infesting 1/4 to 1/3 of tomato plants in Dade County. Also infesting 
young avocado trees, (Wolfenbarger). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Laphygma exigua) - ARIZONA - Destroying tops of 
young tomato plants on Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - UTAH - Population in can- 
ning tomato fields has been light, curly top has averaged 3. 5 percent. 
(Dorst). 
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GARDEN SLUGS - MAINE - Infestation heavier than for many years, 
very destructive to vegetable and flower jardens, Hancock County. 
(Rogers). Infestations on vegetable. crops general in State duriny 
August. (Hawkins). 


SOUTHERN FIRE ANT (Solenopsis xyloni) - MISSISSIPPI - Very 
numerous in fields on a vegetable farm in Forrest County. Observed 
removing recently-planted seeds from row. (Broome). 


CUTWORMS AND WEBWORMS - PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy moth flight 
recorded from traps. (Pepper, Sept. 18). 


COTTON INSECTS 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - Gin trash inspection 
continued September 15 in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Texas, and Sonora, western Mexico, Through this date 
results had been negative in all states except Louisiana and Texas. 

In Louisiana pink pollworms nave been found in 4 parishes --Cameron, 
Calcasieu, Allen, and. De Sda--all of which are inside the quarantined 
area. Most of the Texas counties inspected continue to show some 
increase in infestation over last year but nothiny as great as was found 
in south-central counties. (Pink Bollworm Cont. Proj.). ARKANSAS - 
One specimen taken in gin trash examination at Ozan, Hempstead County. 
(Warren, Barnes, Sept. 24). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Economic numbers 
in several fields of cotton in Yuma Valley. Parasitism high but large 
numbers in alfalfa expected to be threat to cotton in area for next few 
weeks. Four per 100 sweeps in Mesa area. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SALT - MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - More 
noticeable on cotton at Yuma and a few miyrating out, but numbers do not 
appear as high as last year. Becoming very numerous near Chandler, 
defoliating upper part of plants. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - 
Serious damage to cotton in several fields at Parker, Yuma County. 
General in area except in recently-treated fields. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 
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TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - NORTH 


CAROLINA - Average of 300 per leaf in one untreated field at Dunn 
while one treated field had 15 per leat, 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREES INSECTS 


PALES WEEVIL (Hylobius pales) - VIRGINIA - Heavily damaged 
natural and planted seedlings of pine on five acre area in Brunswick 
County. (Morris). 


PINE SAWFLIES - PENNSYLVANIA - Neodiprion lecontei and Diprion 
Simile attacking pine in Perry County. (Pepper). 


RUROPEAN SPRUCE SAWFLY (Diprion hercyniae) - MAINE - Notable 
increase in Washington and Hancock Counties. (Me. For. Ins. Notes, 
Auc.). 


FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma disstria) - MAINE - 
Severe infestation along C. P, Railroad from Quebec to Jackman. 
(Me. For. Ins. Notes, Aug. ). 


A GEOMETRID (Anacamptodes pergracilis) - FLORIDA - Infesting 
bald cypress in area 2-3 miles long by unknown width in Okeechobee 
County. (Smith, Van Pelt). 


BARK BEETLES -MICHIGAN - Throughout triangle area with points at 
Bay City, Lansing and Monroe, Scolytus multistriatus and Hylurgopinus 
rufipes have been and still are more abundant than usual. (Hutson). 


GOLDEN OAK SCALE (Asterolecanium variolosum) - OHIO - Severe 
injury to three large white oaks at Columbus. (Griswold). 


A PYRALID (Asciodes gordialis) - FLORIDA - Reported on bougainvillea 
at Winter Haven. This is one of principal pests of bougainvillea in Florida. 
(Weems). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - MAINE - Found in State for 
first time in Eliot and York, York,Co(Me. For. Ins. Notes, Aug.). 


A WAX SCALE (Ceroplastes ceriferus) - VIRGINIA. - Now established 
on Eastern Shore, very heavy on camellias, gardenias and Pittosporum., 
(Hofmaster). 
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INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


COMMON CATTLE GRUB (Hypoderma lineatum) - OKLAHOMA - Larvae 
appearing in backs of cattle for first time this season. (Howell). 


HOUSE FLY and STABLE FLY pnpulations continue to increase in 
OKLAHOMA . (Howell). 


HOUSE FLIES - MAINE - Moderate general infestation during 
August. (Hawkins). TEXAS - Musca domestica medium to heavy 
widespread infestation around barns and dwellings. Spotted medium to 
heavy infestations over large area. (Price). 


BROWN DOG TICK (Rhipicephalus sanguineus) - GEORGIA - Heavy 
infestations on dogs and in houses in Fulton.and DeKalb Counties. 
More concern in homes than in many years. (Blasingame). 


CRAB LOUSE (Phthirus pubis) - MARYLAND - Found in child's hair 
and eyebrows in Baltimore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


ARIZONA - A reduviid (Sinea confusa) is destroying large numbers of 
lepidopterous larvae in alfalfa at Yuma. Nabids, Collops vittatus and 
Geocoris sp. present in large numbers. Populations of harmful insects 
less now than at any time in past few weeks. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


STORED - PRODUCTS INSECTS 


ANGOUMOIS GRAIN MOTH (Sitotroga cerealella) - VIRGINIA - Loss of 
25 bushels of stored corn on farm in Pulaski County. (Grigsby). 


PSOCIDS IN OATS - ARKANSAS - Infestations in stored oats in Crittenden 
County. (Barnes, Warren). 


WAX MOTHS - UTAH - Again have caused considerable damage to stored 
combs in some warehouses at Delta. (Knowlton). 
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MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


A PHALAENID (Selenis monotropa) - FLORIDA - Boring into stems 
of sesbania in Dade County, making this plant unsuitable for support 
of pole beans. This is an economic matter as 600-1, 000 acres of pole 
eans being grown in this county. (Wolfenbarger).

GIANT HORNET (Vespa crabro germana) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Reported 
in Greer, Easley and Landrum. (Johnson, Sept. 15). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Becoming very numerous, invading houses at Reidsville and Raleigh. 
(Jones). UTAH - Annoyance in many homes, offices and schoolrooms. 
(Knowlton). 


A GRASSHOPPER (Trimerotropis pallidipennis pallidipennis) - ARIZONA - 
Adults have migrated into Mesa and Phoenix area in moderate to severe 
numbers, Causing complaints from homeowners because of numbers. 
(Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


a total of 13 interceptions, consisting of 88 living larvac and 20 pupae of 
a cherry fruit fly, Rhagoletis cerasi (L.), were made recently in 
cherries in airplane baggage and stores from Germany, Italy and 
Portugal at Boston, Massachusetts (Beauchamp, Crump, Hodson, 
Lantz); and in cherries in airplane baggage and stores and in ships' 
vacgage at New York, New York (Andrews, Dohanian, Shemin, 
Trafford). This fruit fly is considered an important pest of cherries 

in many parts of Europe. It is somewhat similar in habits to the 

cherry fruit flies in this country and would be likely to survive here 

if introduced. It has been intercepted in increasing numbers in recent 
years with as many as 31 interceptions reported at Atlantic Coast ports 
in a season, Infested cherries intercepted in baggage were en route to 
various sections of the United States.

MARYLAND - CORN EARWORM feeding on sweetpotato foliage, 
infestation light, Wicomico County. On soybean pods, Dorchaster 
County. Insect has been serious in late lima beans on Eastern Shore. 
LESSER CORNSTALK BORER damaging snap beans on high ground in 
Somerset and Wicomico Counties. WHITE GRUBS attacking grass roots 
in lawn, damage noticeable, Montgomery County. GREEN JUNE BEETLE 
larvae full-jrown found in lawn, damage noticeable, Montgomery County. 
SCURFY SCALE infesting apple twigs and fruit, Washington County. 
GOLDEN OAK SCALE infesting oak trees, Hagerstown, Washington 
County. BARK BEETLES infesting bark of loblolly pines St. Marys 
County.
